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From the President 


W: in community college 
education often spend a lot 
of time talking and writing about 
our non-traditional students and 
about non-traditional course 
delivery systems. And, it is true 
that older adults feel welcome 
coming to BCC. With our various 
populations, any student can find 
a peer group and feel comfort- 
able. It is equally true that 
increasing numbers of our 
students access some of their 
education on-line, or in other 
non-traditional ways. 

But, we also know that most of 
our students come to us directly 
from high school and access 
most of their education via direct classroom contact with some pretty 
great teachers. These are also the students who expect BCC to give 
them a full college experience: great academics and all those student 
life “extras.” 

It is with these beliefs, that I was particularly pleased to preside over 
the recent groundbreaking for our Ice Center, phase one of the 
Student Center Expansion. 

Phase Two, which will begin once full funding is in place, will 
include a large new Bookstore, Student Health Services, Cafeteria 
upgrades, Club meeting spaces, and - maybe most importantly - a large 
atrium suitable for various events and everyday student congregating. 

Once completed, these Student Center expansions will greatly 
enhance the quality of student life spaces on campus. A large Book- 
store will allow students to spend time between classes browsing books 
and magazines. Club members will have dedicated meeting spaces to 
more fully enjoy their extra-curricular activity. The Atrium will give all 
campus groups more space for their various displays, demonstrations, 
and special events. 

The already under construction Ice Center will benefit our hockey 
team and the many fans who come out to watch them play. The 
building will also be the largest facility on campus for major college 
gatherings and conferences. Additionally, The Ice Center will be a 
major benefit to the various community organizations long in need of 
more ice. The college will partner with these groups so that the 
building can benefit everyone in our expanding audience base. 

We take student life issues seriously at BCC. In recent years we built 
a new baseball field, new tennis courts, a new student café. Last year 
we introduced a new student LD. card, and, this fall, we will introduce 
a new student centered, web based portal for a variety of campus 
services. This new “campus in a click” will allow all of our students and 
alumni to be immediately linked. 

Nearly 200 students participated in a varsity sport last year. Hun- 
dreds more came to see them play. Nearly 1000 students are members 
of various student organizations including social and academic clubs. 

A few years ago I enthusiastically reported on how our new Decker 
Health Science Center would enhance classroom and lab facilities on 
campus. This year I enthusiastically report great progress on our 
student life spaces. 

As we continue to build a better BCC it will always be to build for all 
aspects of the college experience: better classrooms, better playing 
fields, better club rooms...

AS part of our mission of 

promoting lifelong learning 
to the region and especially to 
the BCC alumni, the Center for 
Community Education at 
Broome Community College 
continues to take great pride in 
developing innovative recre- 
ational courses designed to 
inspire and motivate our custom- 
ers in a variety of ways. 

For years, the staff at the 
Center have turned to a variety 
of resources to ascertain what is 
cutting edge in the area of 
natural health, spirituality, 
and fitness. 

In 2000-01 it was yoga, yoga, 
yoga! We have tripled our 
number of classes and filled them 
all. In additional to Hatha yoga, 
we now offer Kundalini yoga. A 
quick review of websites for 
Community Education Programs 
across the country show offerings 
in “Power” yoga, Vinyasa, 
Ashtanga, Sinvananda, and even 
more forms of yoga. Students 
continually comment that our 
yoga classes offer them “a little 
place and a little space” where 
they can find serenity and peace 
each week.

The organization 
supplies instructors each week 
for six Saturdays from 10 am- 
noon. Course participants learn 
about a variety of topics from 


meal planning to a grocery store 
tour! The course piggybacks with 
a (you guessed it!) yoga course, 
so participants can learn proper 
nutrition and finish their day 
with a healthy workout. 

In addition to health and 
fitness, we believe that there is no 
better medicine than having a 
good time and having fun 
learning something new. 
Without a doubt “Gardeners’ 


| Gathering” is a favorite with our 


students. This program is offered 
every spring featuring a guest 
speaker on a topic of interest in 
horticulture. For a full day, 
attendees have an opportunity to 
choose from three tracks of 
programs. Topics typically 
include areas such as vegetable 
gardening, tree and shrub care, 
container gardening, and even

ARTISTS ADDED TO 
FALL LINE-UP OF 
COMMUNITY COURSES 
This fall BCC’s Center for 
Community Education will be 
featuring two workshops with 
talented artists from around the 
globe! 

Antonio Domingo of Mexico 
City will be on campus for a week 
offering a workshop entitled 
“Afro-Caribbean Yoga Dance.” 
Antonio received his training as a 
professional dancer in Mexican 
folklore, classic, and contempo- 
rary dance. In recent years, he 
has developed a unique therapeu- 
tic dance technique integrating 
elements of yoga, dance, and 
meditation, which he calls “Sana 
Danza,” or Yoga Dance. He is 
known in Mexico City, 
Guadaljara, Queretaro, and other 
Mexican cities for his work in 
Yoga Dance and for his appear- 
ances on TV AZTECA. 

In Afro-Caribbean Yoga Dance, 
students will learn the basics of 
salsa, mambo, and danzon, 
combined with yoga and dance. 
The specially designed sets in this 
workshop take students sequen- 
tially from the steps and move- 
ments of Caribbean styles to the 
breathing, stretches and medita- 
tions of Yoga. The workshop will 
be held on October 1 and 3 from 
6-8:30 p.m. and costs $59. To

The Center is also bringing in 
Japanese Zen brush painter 
Kazuaki Tanahashi for a one- 
night workshop called Zen 
Brushwork.

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The Women Dominated in Sports Year 2000-01

he BCC women’s athletics 
teams dominated the sports 

scene and produced many 

exciting highlights during the 

2000-2001 season 

The women’s softball, soccer, 
basketball and volleyball teams 
combined for a remarkable 97 
wins, 23 losses, 4 ties overall 
record. They accounted for one 
Regional championship, two Mid- 
State Athletic Conference titles 
and had numerous players 
named to the All-Region, All- 
Conference and All-American 
teams. It was undoubtedly the 
most successful year in women’s 
sports history at BCC. 

Looking back on the year, over 
one hundred and seventy BCC 
student-athletes competed in 
thirteen varsity sports in 2000-01 
and their performances upheld 
Broome’s long and proud 
tradition of winning. 


FALL 2000 SOCCER 

The BCC men’s and women’s 
soccer teams produced two Mid- 
State Athletic Conference 
championships and combined for 
a total of 31 wins. 

The BCC women’s team set a 
school record for most wins by 
posting a 16-3-1 season. Coach 
Bill Rich was named Conference 

- Coach of the Year for the third 
straight year. Amy Skrzypek set 
numerous school scoring records 
on her way to being named 
Conference Player of the Year 
and NJCAA All-American. The 
Lady Hornets provided their fans 
with much to cheer about and 
many exciting moments on the 
field. 

The BCC men’s soccer team 


recorded a 15 win 4 loss season 
on their way to winning their 
fourth Mid-State Athletic 
Conference title. Coach Al 
LaBarbera was named Confer- 
ence Coach of the Year. Jamile 
Green captured All-Conference, 
All-Region, Conference Player of 
the Year and NJCAA All-American 
honors. Their success was 
attributed to an entire team effort 
as different players stepped up 
throughout the season to provide 
their fans with lasting thrills of 
winning soccer.

The BCC women’s volleyball 
team finished the year with a 16-

ll the excitement this past spring was certainly on the 
groundbreaking for BCC’s new Ice Center. But the Ice Center 
is only half of what the college intends to do to the 
Student Center. 

One of the college’s original five buildings, the Student Center, 
opened in 1957, has already been added to twice. The first addition was 
a new dining room/cafeteria. In 1988 a major expansion added the 
West Gym, Fitness Lab and other needed facilities. 

Today’s major expansion includes the currently under 
construction Ice Center and, in the proposed phase two, other new 
student life spaces. 

The design proposes a major easterly expansion and interior renova- 
tion to include a 10,000 square foot bookstore, rooms for student 
activities, a new Student Health office and a 6400 square foot atrium. 
The interior renovation proposes the relocation of the existing 
‘Broome Closet’ store, and the renovation of the kitchen and serving 
areas to create a wide public corridor that will connect the east and 
west sides of the Student Center. 

This eastward expansion will define and enclose the northwest 
corner of the north campus quadrangle and will be a focal point of 
student campus activity. 

The 6400 square foot lobby has a pyramidal glass skylight rotated 45 
degrees from the lobby below. The apex of the pyramid is 40 feet above 
the lobby floor. This large light-filled space will be the main gathering 
place for students, where concerts, book fairs, exhibitions, lectures, 
meetings, and other activities can be held. Opening from this large 
space is the cafeteria to the west, the Little Theatre and the new 
student activities areas to the south, the Health Services office to the 
north, and the glass-walled bookstore to the northeast. To the east of 
the lobby will be an exterior paved courtyard, surrounded by trees, 
with a semi-circular amphitheater. This courtyard will serve as the 
main exterior social space of the campus.

he 53rd BCC Graduation was held on May 25, 2001 at the Broome 
County Veterans’ Memorial Arena. 

With all the traditional fanfare, balloons, beachballs, soap bubbles, 
decorated mortarboards, and with hundreds of teary-eyed family and 
friends in attendance, the Class of 2001 took their well deserved bows. 

The Binghamton Youth Symphony Orchestra provided a musical 
prelude and the time-honored Pomp and Circumstance processional; 
BC Celtic Pipes and Drums led the recessional march. 

Commencement speakers included three graduating seniors 
representing the collective spectrum of the BCC student population:

An electrical technology degree 
in 1969 from BCC helped Bruce 
“E” Dobsch work for, and retire 
from, three different companies. 
His most recent retirement was 
from Askys Ltd in Chicago, a 
company that is on the edge of 
introducing a home hemodialysis 
system. Dobsch managed all 
aspects of the development of the 
product from the engineering 
through field trials and filing the 
FDA documents. 

Before that position, he had 
retired from Dade Behring and 
DuPont where he was vice 
president of all chemistry 


systems development worldwide. 
During his tenure, the company 
introduced the Dimension 
Chemistry System which stands 
today as the largest revenue and 
earnings stream for Dade 
Behring.

“I had no 
idea where life would take me 
upon graduation. Looking back, 
it has been beyond my wildest 
dreams. The jobs have enabled 
me to travel the world and meet 
some extraordinary people as well 
as visit very exotic places such as 
India.

LIBERAL ARTS MAJOR 
DIGS UP BONES 

Peter Nester ’93 waited 20 years 
for his childhood dreams of 
finding important prehistoric 
bones to become reality. It 
happened last summer as he, in ” 
his role as educational technol- 
ogy manager at the Paleontologi- 
cal Research Institution in 
Ithaca, went out to investigate 
the site of a new pond in New 
Hyde Park, N.Y where a resident 
turned up the upper humerus 
bones of a mastodon. As part of a 
five-person PRI crew, Naster 
went to the site for five days of 
investigation in the driving rain. 


They left, having found nothing 
more. They returned to the site 
in late August and located the 
pelvis and the rest of a mastodon 
skeleton. With the Discovery 
Channel film crews documenting 
the monumental dig, the PRI 
crew including Nester, unearthed 
one of the best-preserved 
mastodons ever found. 


Nester came to his PRI position 4 


in a roundabout manner. He 
spent 242 years at Cornell as a 
meteorology major and worked 
in the student radio station. He 
left Cornell to study communica- 
tions at BCC. “I took a geology 
course on a lark at Broome, and 
absolutely fell in love with it,” 
admitted Nester who further 
pursued geology courses and 
earned a Bachelor’s degree at 
Cortland. He received his 
Master’s in geology from the 
University of Tennessee.

000-01 was a banner year for 
BCC’s Nursing Department. 

Probably most significant was 
continued program accreditation 
from the important National 
League of Nursing Accrediting 
Commission. What this means is 
that once again our programs 
and students were complimented 
for their quality. (Accreditation 
is a multi-faceted review of 
programs, student records, 
faculty, facilities, etc.; it occurs 
approximately every eight years.) 

Certainly a large part of our 
accreditation success is the 
success of our students, who 
again this year received above a 
90% pass rate on NCLE state 
boards. 

And our faculty — always 
keeping abreast of local, regional, 
and national trends — intro- 


duced a new Pharmacology 
course in 2000 and senior critical 
thinking simulations in the 
Nursing Skills Center. 

As the nursing shortage 
continues, students and faculty 
have been heavily involved in 
recruitment efforts to attract 
students into the nursing field. 
Students have demonstrated 
their commitment to the 
profession by offering commu- 
nity activities such as health fairs 
to pediatric, geriatric and mental 
health populations; blood 
pressure screenings; health 
teaching to teens; and donations 
to Native Americans, Toys for 
Tots and Mom’s House. 

Our senior students were 
recipients of the New York State 
Nurses’ Association District #5 
Public Relations Award for their 
community contributions. 

Nursing faculty have also 


demonstrated commitment to 
education and nursing. Three of 
our faculty are Chancellor's 
Award winners for Excellence in 
Teaching and two of our faculty 
have received the New York State 
Nurses’ Association District #5 
Honored Nurse Award. Faculty 
participate in volunteer capacities 
for National League for Nursing 
Accrediting Commission, 
Regents College, Physicians’ Free 
Clinic, Crime Victims Assistance 
Program, Parish Nursing and 
consulting to other nursing 
programs. In addition, they work 
as nurse practitioners, staff 
nurses, correctional facility 
nurses, home care nurses, and 
legal nurse consultants. — 

All in all, it’s been a year of 
great successes for BCC’s 
Nursing department.

The honorable service medal is 
awarded to people who go above 
and beyond what is expected.

In one 
incident, he was off duty, 
traveling with his wife and child 
to pick up baby formula, when he 
observed a robbery in the store. 
He pursued the burglars in his 
own car, first dropping his wife 
and baby off at a corner. The 
robbers tried to ram him into the 


median and were caught only 
after he’d shot their front tire. 
Lt. Tomanek came to Broome 
Community College because his 
parents lived nearby and it was 
comforting to see other high 
school classmates on the BCC 
campus. He graduated from 
Catholic Central intending to be 
a Binghamton Police officer but 
had problems passing the New 
York State vision requirement. 
His criminal justice courses at 
BCC were enjoyable and helpful, 
and he has fond memories of a 
class taught by the assistant chief 
of the Johnson City Police 
Department. With such a high 
rating from his father, 
Lt. Tomanek’s son is considering 
coming back to the Binghamton 
area to attend BCC.

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Club Activities Add to 
Campus Academic Life 


David Maslar, Director, Student Activities 
ile graduates of Broome Community College certainly have 

fond memories of their academic classes, college life is more 
than class and lab work. Members of clubs and organizations have the 
chance to take what they have learned in their classes to the real world; 
their club memberships can be tickets to academic-related travel, guest 
presentations, and community service related directly to their cur- 
ricula. 

BCC’s Student Activities Program boasts forty-eight clubs and 
organizations on campus; more than one third of enrolled students at 
the College are club members. But the effects of club activity are felt 
campus-wide and even stretch into the community. These organiza- 
tions are evenly divided between clubs related to a given curriculum 
and organizations devoted to serving their membership, the college, 
and the community. 

Each year, members of the Fine Art and Design Club bring in guest 
artists who supplement their classroom and studio work with demon- 
strations and discussions related to technique. Student Activities also 
provides funding for travel, including museum tours. And, each spring, 
art students display their work for the community in BCC’s Annual 
Student Art Show. Awards and scholarships are given based on judging 
by local artists and art faculty from other institutions. Students gain a 
practical understanding of the art world while the community has a 
chance to enjoy the work of upcoming artists. 

One of the more flavorful “hands-on” experiences is BCC’s Student 
Chapter of the Southern Tier Restaurants Association’s work for the 
“Taste of the Tier.” Students in the curriculum put their education 
into practice preparing food for their own booth as well as working 
with area restaurateurs in service and preparation of signature items. 
The event also gives students the chance to find out about local 
opportunities in the food service industry from the professionals in the 
field. But the event is more than just a practical application of 
classroom experience; through the efforts of all involved, “Taste of the 
Tier” raise funds to benefit Cystic Fibrosis. 

Members of the BCC Student Chapter of the American Dental 
Hygiene Association traveled throughout the state, this year, with 
demonstrations for children on brushing and flossing as well as 
healthy eating habits. Their work took them to pre-schools, Kindergar- 
tens, and Headstart with information for both the children and their 
parents. In addition, the group distributed information and tooth- 
brushes at the Oakdale Mall for National Dental Hygiene Week. 

BCC’s Criminal Justice Club also got involved in pre-school educa- 
tion through a program it designed for children in our own BC Center 
as part of the campus day care program. Students presented instruc- 
tion in Hallowe’en safety and distributed treat bags containing various 
safety items to each child. The club was also at the Oakdale Mall 
working with the Binghamton Police and the Broome County Sheriffs 
Department in a number of activities, including distributing informa- 
tion and fingerprinting children. 

And while many of our clubs went out to the community, The Black 
Student Union brought the community to the college for Dwersity 
2001, a celebration of a variety of cultures through dance, poetry and 
Gospel music. The evening of performances drew an audience of 
several hundred to a transformed BCC Cafeteria for a program that 
celebrated both diversity and unity at the same time. 

Finally, BCC’s Honor Society, Phi Theta Kappa, worked with the 
Ecology Club and the Student Government Association on several 
riverbank clean-ups at Otsiningo Park, the final clean-up as part of 
Earth Day 2001. Along more academic lines, Phi Theta Kappa mem- 
bers also developed Homework Helpers, an after school program for 
young people in and around the Carlisle Apartments. 

Students who participate in clubs at BCC certainly give to their 
community, but they also get a chance to build on their academic 
program as well.
